1930-31. 


THE  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  138th  Annual 
Beport  and  Statement  of  Accounts  of  the  Royal  Institution 
for  the  Blind,  and  they  desire  to  thank  all  who  have  inter- 
ested themselves  in  the  welfare  of  the  Institution.  Several 
definite  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year, 
and  no  effort  has  been  spared  in  order  to  insure  that  Bristol’s 
Blind  Institution  shall  continue  to  rank  as  one  of  the  foremost 
of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

Committee. — The  Committee  regret  to  have  to  record  the 
death  of  two  of  its  members,  Dame  Mary  Monica  Wills,  who 
became  a Vice-President  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Harry  Wills,  who 
had  been  so  great  a benefactor  to  the  Institution,  and  William 
Avery  Adams.  Mr.  Adams  was  specially  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  tlie  children  and  his  influence  for  good  was  felt  in  every 
department. 

Finance. — The  Accounts  presented  with  this  Report  show  a 
steady  increase  in  the  activities  of  the  Institution  and  a great 
variety  in  the  sources  of  income.  It  is  a matter  for  thankfulness 
that  the  general  depression  is  not  particularly  reflected  in  the 
report  of  income  to  any  large  extent.  Our  Subscriptions  and 
Donations  have  fallen  somewhat,  and  it  is  hoped  that  friends  of 
the  Institution  will  endeavour  to  make  good  some  of  the  losses 
occasioned  by  death  or  necessary  reduction  of  contributions.  The 
amount  received  from  Legacies  has  been  rather  below  the  average 
this  year,  and  has  been  devoted  to  expenditure  of  a capital  nature. 
The  numerous  and  varied  contributions  to  the  Blind  Workers’ 
Help  Fund  have  been  most  useful,  and  in  many  instances  come 
from  our  poorer  fellow  citizens. 

The  School. — The  average  number  of  pupils  has  increased 
from  106  to  113,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  this  number 
will  be  exceeded  before  the  issue  of  the  next  Report.  There 
have  been  no  changes  in  the  Teaching  Staff,  and  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  maintained  in  all  subjects  of  instruction.  Dr. 
Underwood,  H.M.I.  of  the  Medical  Branch  of  the  Board  of 
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Education,  visited  the  School  in  September,  and  the  following  is 
an  extract  from  his  report: — 

“ The  Board  are  glad  to  note,  as  prominent  features  of  the 
School,  the  healthiness  of  tone,  and  the  happiness,  vigour  and 
self-reliance  of  the  pupils.  These  satisfactory  results  are  attribut- 
able  to  the  efficient  domestic  arrangements  under  a capable 
matron  and  to  the  wide  and  varied  interests  promoted  by  the 
educational  curriculum  under  a keen  and  sympathetic  teaching 
staff.  By  such  a regime  the  intellectual  and  physical  limitations 
imposed  upon  the  blind  children  appear  to  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 

The  Board  recommended  some  additional  apparatus  in  con- 
nection with  the  education  of  the  partially-blind  children,  and 
this  recommendation  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Committee. 

Ophthalmic  Officer. — Dr.  R.  R.  Garden  has  been  appointed 
Ophthalmic  Officer  at  the  School  and  his  services  are  invaluable 
in  the  preservation  of  the  eye-sight  of  the  partially-blind  children. 

Rf,ligious  Instruction. — Dr.  de  Lacy  O’Leary  conducted 
the  Diocesan  Examination  of  the  pupils  on  the  8th  of  July,  and 
his  report  is  as  follow's: — 

“A  school  necessarily  with  special  problems,  especially  in 
classification  of  children  according  to  proficiency  and  progress ; 
special  methods  are  in  use  and  the  results  seem  promising  and 
sound.  All  teachers  have  special  qualifications,  and  the  standard 
of  the  teaching  staff  is  obviously  strong ; perhaps  this  strikes  a 
visitor  now'  more  than  twenty  years  ago.” 

“ Kindergarten  and  allied  methods  are  used  in  the  junior 
classes  with  apparent  success.  Group  III  has  the  advantage  of 
a teacher  with  mature  experience.  The  twro  senior  groups  are 
fresh  and  bright,  the  children  responsive  and  interested — quite 
up  to  the  general  average  of  their  age  in  other  schools,  and  in 
some  respects  perhaps  a little  above.  Scripture  narrative  has 
been  well  prepared  and  explained.  Repetition  is  well  known  ; 
practical  lessons  and  moral  instructions  have  received  adequate 
attention.” — De  Lacy  O’Leary. 

Confirmation. — Seven  of  the  pupils  were  confirmed  at  St. 
Peter’s  Church,  Henleaze,  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Bristol  on  the 
4th  of  December.  The  Committee  desire  to  thank  Archdeacon 
Winter  and  the  Rev.  R.  K.  Pagett  for  their  valuable  services  to 
the  School. 

General  Health. — The  general  health  of  the  pupils  was 
very  satisfactory  until  the  month  of  February,  when  an  epidemic 
of  Measles,  Mumps  and  Whooping-cough  reduced  the  numbers 
who  were  able  to  attend  school  by  one-half.  Prompt  and  effective 
measures  were  taken  by  Dr.  A.  L.  Flemming,  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  assisted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Medical 
Superintendent  of  Southmead  Hospital.  No  serious  complications 
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lave  been  given  m many  different  parts  of  the  Bristol  and  laree 
audiences  have  expressed  their  pleasure  and  delight.  "The  Magic

Physical  Training.— No  effort  is  spared  to  increase  the 
efficiencv  of  the  I hysical  Training,  and  the  results  are  apparent 
in  the  appearance  and  self-reliance  of  the  pupils.  Outdoor  Sports 
and  Recreations  Swimming  and  Dancing  are  undertaken  under 

fod  inPRrT^Ti.£f  sP.e?lahst  teachers,  and  at  the  recent  Eistedd- 
tod  in  Bristol  the  girls  were  awarded  the  " Katharine  Worslev 
Challenge  Shield  for  Country  Dancing  in  the  Open  Competition 
His  Majesty  s Inspector  visited  the  School  specially  to  witness 
ic  games  of  the  totally  blind  pupils  and  he  was  impressed  bv 
the  fearlessness  and  vigour,  and  expressed  his  satisfaction  with 
tne  results  of  such  training. 

Technical  Training.— It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the 
technical  Training  has  met  with  greater  success  than  for  many 
years.  this  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  all  sorts  of 
repairs  m wickerwork  are  carried  out  in  the  Shops.  The  sales 
from  the  Apprentice  Department  have  increased  considerably 
and  all  the  articles  produced  have  found  a fairly  ready  market! 
Hie  services  of  the  Travelling  Salesman  have  been  useful  to  the 
technical  Students  in  procuring  the  sale  of  a greater  variety  of 
articles  in  the  manufacture  of  which  they  mav  be  beneficially 
employed.  J 


New  Hostel.— The  Opening  Ceremony  of  Southmead  House 
Hostel  was  performed  by  Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Beaufort  on 
the  30th  of  September,  and  prayers  of  dedication  were  offered 
by  the  Bishop  of  Malmesbury.  Early  in  October  the  Hostel  was 
in  occupation  and  it  can  provide  for  16  apprentice  boys  and  two 
members  of  the  staff.  The  Hostel  is  proving  to  be  a great  boon 
to  those  who  use  it,  and  the  accommodation  in  the  dormitories 
at  the  School  has  been  considerably  increased.

Ex-Pupils  —A  Register  is  kept  of  all  pupils  who  have  passed 
through  the  School,  and  entries  are  made  from  time  to  tune  of 
any  changes  which  may  occur  in  their  circumstances  They  are 
encouraged  to  visit  the  School  and  to  communicate  with  the 
Principal  when  assistance  or  advice  is  required.  The  Home 
Workers’  Supervisor  visits  all  who  are  registered  Home  Workers 
within  the  area  served  by  the  Institution. 


Workshops. — We  regret  to  report  that  the  increase  in  the 
Sales  of  Work  made  by  the  Blind,  noted  last  year,  has  not  been 
maintained.  The  demand  for  such  work  has  fallen  off  and  the 
prices  are  lower.  The  practice  of  giving  full-time  employment 
has  been  continued,  and  some  increases  in  the  rates  of  remuner- 
ation to  the  most  needy  blind  workers  have  been  much  appreci- 
ated. The  quality  of  the  work  has  been  improved  and  the  new 
department  for  Technical  Training  and  Improvership  Courses  has 
raised  the  general  standard  of  efficiency.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
great  variety  of  useful  work  shown  and  offered  for  sale  at  the 
Park  Street  shop  will  secure  a larger  share  of  the  patronage  of 
the  general  public.  Orders  from  Public  Authorities,  Schools  and 
other  Institutions  have  materially  helped  in  giving  employment 


to  the  Blind. 


Hostel. — The  Hostel  at  15,  Woodland  Road,  Tyndall’s  Park, 
supplies  good  boarding  accommodation  for  the  blind  women  and 
girls  in  the  Workshops,  and  is  also  open,  at  a moderate  charge, 
to  any  suitable  women  who  are  in  need  of  similar  accommoda- 
tion. The  Hostel  has  a true  home  spirit,  and  lectures  and  amuse- 
ments are  arranged  by  the  Matron,  Miss  Buckworth,  who  has  the 
welfare  of  the  inmates  thoroughly  at  heart. 

Home  Teaching  and  Visiting. — This  large  department, 
mainly  for  the  welfare  of  the  Unemployable  Blind,  has  steadily 
grown  in  its  scope  and  usefulness.  The  four  blind  Home 
Teachers  visit  regularly  and  teach  the  Reading  and  Writing  of 
raised  type,  simple  handicrafts  and  home  occupations.  In  con- 
nection with  the  Wireless  Fund  for  the  Blind,  the  distribution 
of  many  Wireless  Sets  to  those  who  had  not  previously  been  able 
to  obtain  them  has  brought  joy  and  outside  interest  to  many  who 
bad  been  isolated  and  often  "dull  in  their  lives  so  restricted  by 
loss  of  sight  and  other  infirmities.  Some  special  help  in  the  way 
of  assistance  for  maintenance  and  renewals  is  now  needed,  and 
it  is  a matter  of  congratulation  that  over  three  hundred  blind 
persons  have  wireless  facilities  in  their  homes.  The  Home  Teach- 
ing Committee  have  charge  of  the  registration  of  blind  persons  in 
the  City  and  is  assisted  by  the  Inspector  for  the  Bristol  Blind 
Persons  Act  Committee  (the  Medical  Officer  of  Health)  in  this 
important  and  often  difficult  duty. 

Social  Centre. — This  Centre  provides  a weekly  afternoon 
Meeting  and  the  gatherings  are  looked  forward  to  with  eager 
anticipation,  and  looked  back  upon  with  pleasant  recollection. 
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Thanks  are  offered  to  the  voluntary  helpers  who  assist  regularly 
by  giving  entertainment,  etc. 

Outings. — Each  Department,  Workshops,  Home  Workers, 
and  Social  Centre,  has  its  Annual  Outing,  and  this  event  is 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all.  Some  go  to  the  near  or  distant  sea- 
side, others  coine  to  Bristol  and  find  delight  in  visiting  the 
Workshops,  the  Hostel,  the  Cathedral,  and  a much  sought  after 
attraction  called  " Woolworths.” 

Mrs.  Sewell  has  helped  many  blind  women  by  her  generous 
invitation  to  her  Holiday  Home  at  Clevedon.  The  blind  women 
and  the  Committee  are  grateful  for  this  kindly  real  assistance. 

Home  Workers. — This  Department  is  mainly  concerned  in 
assisting  the  employment  of  blind  persons  in  their  homes  in  the 
neighbouring  counties.  It  is  a varied  and  scattered  effort,  but 
with  the  assistance  of  the  authorities  in  the  adjacent  counties 
much  real  help  is  afforded.  A list  of  these  Home  Workers,  with 
their  addresses  and  occupations,  is  printed  in  this  Beport,  and 
enquiries  and  orders  will  be  most  helpful  to  them.  Piano  Tuners, 
Basket-makers,  Knitters  of  Hosiery  and  other  Woollen  Garments, 
Organists,  Choir  Masters,  Teachers  of  Music  and  other  skilled 
and  useful  workers  will  be  found  in  the  list.  They  are  regularly 
visited  and  helped  both  financially  and  in  their  work.
